Training Board Reports; 
Shorten C.&G.S. Course 


While finding that “the fundamentals 
of our present training regulations are 
truly American, sound, and well adapted 
to modern conditions,” the Board on Re- 
vision of Training Methods, in its report 
approved this week, recommends changes 
for the clarification of Training Regula- 
tions and further urges that a study be 
made of means to remedy the existing 
disparity between peace and war 
strengths, and the paucity of enlisted 
strength in the Army as a whole. 

General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of 
Staff, who appointed the board and 
issued the directive (published in full in 
the Army AND Navy Journat of July 14, 
1934), has ordered the General Staff to 
prepare detailed plans to make the recom- 
mendations of the Board effective. 

“This report,” General MacArthur said 
in a memorandum to the Secretary of the 
General Staff, “is comprehensive and 
conclusive and reflects credit upon its 
authors. | am in general accord with 


its recommendations, which are pro- 
gressive, without being radical, and 


when made operative cannot fail to im- 
prove and modernize training through- 
out the Army. Refer it to the proper 
agencies of the General Staff for 
preparation of detailed plans to make 
it effective.” 

Members of the board making the re- 
port were: Maj. Gen. Edward Croft, 
Chief of Infantry; Maj. Gen. Upton 
Birnie, jr., Chief of Field Artillery; 
Maj. Gen, William F. Hase, Chief of 
Coast Artillery Corps; Maj. Gen. Leon 
Ii. Kromer, Chief of Cavalry; Brig. Gen. 
Oscar Westover, Assistant Chief of Air 
Corps, and Col. George R, Spalding, of 
the Corps of Engineers. 

A particularly interesting recommenda- 
tion of the Board is that the course at 
the Command and General Staff School 
be reduced to one year and the total 
number of student officers entering each 
year be up to the maximum capacity of 
the School. 

“The number of officers qualified for 
this advanced instruction,” the report 
stated, “is far greater than the present 
allotment allows, with consequent lower- 
ing of morale of those denied the 
opportunity to take the course, increas- 
ing difficulty in furnishing officers for 
duty with the civilian components, and 
resulting invidious comparison between 
capable officers not graduates of the 
School and their more fortunate con- 
temporaries. 

“It should be possible to reduce the 
course at the Command and General 
Staff School to one year and still enable 
the School to carry out its mission in 
the Army educational system. This 
would make more officers available for 
assignment where graduates are re- 
quired, and relieve the present situation 
under which capable officers are being 
denied the advantage to which they are 
entitled and which in the best interests 
of the service as well as of themselves 
they should be given.” 

Another particularly interesting recom- 
mendation is that urging the creation of

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President’s Move To “Take Profit Out of War’’ Viewed By Press of Nation 


leading newspapers have commented during the past week on the action of | 


the President in appointing a commission to aid in drafting legislation to “take 
the profits out of war.” The Nye committee also has been frequently the source 
of comment. - 

“There is good Republican precedent for Mr. Roosevelt's demand yesterday that 
profits be. taken out of war,” states the New York 7'imes. “President Harding advo- 
cated this, and virtually took the position that in wartime wealth should be drafted 
as well as men. Coolidge and Hoover echoed him. * * * 

“To speak of war as profitable to any but a few individuals and manufacturing 
corporations is now felt by everybody to be absurd. Measured by the money yard- 
stick, war is now understood to be the most profitable thing in the world. * * * 

“But the old charge will be repeated that ‘international bankers’ brought on the 
war because they foresaw that they would make millions by it. In fact, those 
millions turned out to be losses instead of gains. * * * " 

“There is good reason for protecting the Government against paving extravagant 
prices for instruments of war, whether they are bought under the immediate 
pressure of a national emergency in wartime, or sold in order to keep the army and 
navy prepared to meet any possible enemy. But to talk about war profits in any 
national sense is to fly in the face of the established facts and to make one’s self 
more than a little ridiculous.” 





“The general interpretation abroad of legislative efforts to ‘take the profit out 
war’ will not be that the United States is determined to remove the possibility of 
war, or to ent the future profits of its munitions makers,” the Washington Star 
declares, “Such efforts would be construed as representing a program of military 
preparedness, and these are always open to suspicion, regardless of the motives. 
Taking the profit out of war is another way of expressing mobilization of an entire 
nation in time of war. It means the practical nationalization of every industry, of 
every resource, and the mustering in of every citizen as a member of an army, 
only a relative few of whom would be called on actually to bear arms. 

“Such war plans have been made in France and in Italy. It did not require the 
revelations of huge profits to munitions makers and others in time of war to bring 
home the need for such plans in this or other nations.”

“There is, however, weight in the protests of chairman Gerald P. Nye and some 
other members of the Senate committee against permitting this administration Pro- 
posal to sidetrack their munitions investigation. 

“This committee has been conducting a highly fruitful investigation into the 
regular operations of the munitions traffic. It is an investigation which hag an 
international aspect. It is arousing similar inquiries in other countries which may 
lead to international regulation of this sinister traffic, which feeds on war and the 
fear and hatred whick provoke war. 

“It would be most unfortunate if a move, highly desirable in itself, to draw 
up a national economic program applying in time of war, should blanket an inquiry 
regarding a traffic of international scope and constant pernicious activity.” : 





States Frederic William Wile in the Washington Star: “Sooner or later, many 
Washington authorities are convinced, Mr. Roosevelt will initiate a movement to 
‘take the profit out of war’ on a world-wide scale. Armaments and munitions, 
us the Nye investigation has amply demonstrated, are internationally interlocking 
propositions. Moreover, hardly any of the big arms industries depend wholly upon 
their own countries for dividends. ‘They look abroad for rich pickings, and the Nye 
revelations show that they are go-getters. The wide expectation is that one of thege 
days President Roosevelt, in the idealistic spirit of Woodrow Wilson, will venture 
world leadership in an effort to make munition-mongering financially less attractive, 
America’s current effort at Geneva to bring about a world agreement for control of 
the arms traflic is evidence of Uncle Sam’s readiness to head the procession toward 
international cooperation in the munitions field.” 





Condemning the Nye Committee's action in publishing a list of all persons who 
had an income of a million dollars a year during the World War, regardless of 
whether the income was derived from manufacture of munitions or not, the New 
York Herald-Tribune goes on to say: 

“Yet there is a real lesson to be derived from the Nye committee’s wanderings, 
The reason that its pursuit of the wicked munitions makers of 1934 has got it into 
such things as profits derived from the ownership of New York real estate in 1918 
is simply that the ‘munitions maker’ is largely a myth. Or, to put it a little

A Discrimination 


There is one of the many provisions 
of the Economy Act which though ob- 
viously unjust and discriminatory has 
escaped much notice, due to the fact 
that its victims are relatively few and 
are scattered throughout the country. 

Under the terms of Section 212 of 
that Act disabled retired officers of the 
armed services who in order to supple- 
ment their small retired pay, accepted 
a civilian position with the Government 
are denied substantial portions of their 
pay. Hurriedly enacted without giving 
a hearing to those affected and with 
practically no consideration as to its ef- 
fect, the provision singles out one group 
for particularly harsh treatment. 

Section 212 provides: 

“That hereafter no person holding a 
civil office or position, appointive or elec- 
tive, under the Federal Government or 
the municipal government of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or under any corpora- 
tion a majority of the capital stock of 
which is owned by the Government of 
the United States, shall be entitled, dur- 
ing the period of such incumbency, to 
retired pay from the United States for 
or on account of services as a commis- 
sioned officer in the Navy or Marine 
Corps at a rate in excess of an amount 
which when combined with the annual 
rate of compensation from any such civil 
office or position makes the total rate 








from both sources more than $3000: and 
when the retired pay amounts to or ex- 
ceeds the rate of $3000 per annum such 
person shall be entitled to the pay of 
the civil office or the retired pay, which- 
ever he may elect; Provided, That the 
term “retired pay” shall be construed to 
include credits for all military or naval 
service as lawfully may enter into the 
computation thereof.” 

By amendment officers retired for dis- 
ability from wounds incurred in battle 
with any enemy are exempt from its 
terms. Those who have been retired for 
other disabilities incurred in line of duty 
feel that this distinction is an unfair 
one. Other provisions of law in force 
for many years limit the employment of 
officers retired for other than disability 
in civilian Government positions, and 
while these laws are to some extent ob- 
jectable, Section 212 is viewed as par- 
ticularly unjust in that it suddenly cut 
off an appreciable part of the income of 
those affected, and worked hardship in 
many cases where obligations had been 
incurred on the apparently assured in- 
come. 

It is pointed out that the provision 
has to do only with employment by the 
Federal Government, and if the officers 
in question were able to secure employ- 
ment in private enterprise they would 
not be affected by the statute. It is also 
discriminatory in that it penalizes those 
who have earned an annuity from the 
Government for service in the Army and 
Navy as against one who perhaps has 
bought a commercial one. The assur- 
ance of retired pay is a part of* the 
compensation of personnel of the armed 
service. 

Propaganda in the Services 

The efforts of communistic organiza- 
tions to gain a foothold in the armed 
forces of the United States have be- 
come so widespread that the House Com- 
mittee investigating un-American activ- 
ities was urged this week, to back a 
law making it a criminal offense “to 
urge any member of the nation’s armed 
forces to violate his oath of allegiance.” 

The legislation was proposed by Brig. 
Gen. A. T. Smith, USA, in charge of the 
G-2 (intelligence) Section of the War 
Department General Staff. General 
Smith told the committee that communis- 
tic propaganda is sometimes distributed 
by children. It reaches not only the Reg- 
nlar Army, but the ROTC, National 
Guard, CMTC, and CCC as well, the Gen- 
eral declared. 

Instructions to communistic organizers 





“to penetrate the armed forces and or- 
ganize inside” and also to “enlist a few 
comrades directly into the Army”, were 
read to the committee. 

General Smith was followed by Comdr, 
VY. L. Kirkman, USN, who told the com- 
mittee members that attempts to under- 
mine the morale of the Navy were first 
noticed in 1930, but that since then it 
has grown so, that “No matter where the 
fleet may go we find, usually, that the 
agitators have arrived ahead of it.” 

“The present drive that is causing us 
concern,” Commander Kirkman declared, 
“takes the form of spreading subversive 
propaganda by organized groups among 
the organized forces in an endeavor to 
incite the personnel to dissatisfaction, 
disaffection and disloyalty and in some 
cases actual sabotage.” 

He submitted several exhibits—leaflets 
und pamphlets purportedly from com- 
munistie sources and circulated in the 
Navy—which, he said, “actually incite 
to mutiny. rebellion, sabotage and as 
sassination.”

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Demonstrate Motor Equipment 

Ft. Sill, Okla. — Difficult motorized 
draft and field expedients, for members 
of the National Guard and Reserve Offi- 
cers Class (Fail), Advanced Class in 
Motors and the Specia] Motor Mechan- 
ics’ Class, was demonstrated here re- 
cently under the direction of Major J. E. 
Lewis, director of the Department of 
Materiel. The ability to negotiate diffi- 
eult places with modern and war-time 
equipment is a function of many ele- 
ments, all of which were explained as 
the demonstration progressed. 

An exhibition of difficult driving in 
which skillful driving and traction of 
the vehicles were the paramount require- 
ments was staged by the First Battalion 
of the First Field Artillery. The test in- 
volved ascending and descending a slope 
of approximately 20% and was tried 
with several modern one and one-half 
ton trucks with capacity loads and trail- 
ing a gun, some equipped with Galanet 
or Hipkins tracks and others without 
tracks. 

Other features of the demonstration 
depicted methods of crossing a sunken 
road, descent of steep banks showing 
methods and possibilities. One of the 
banks negotiated was of 50% grade and 
about 75 feet long with necessary ford- 
ing of the creek at the bottom, Momen- 
tum as a means of negotiating difficult 
places was also demonstrated, together 
with ascent of a long steep slope by the 
use of tackle when the vehicle cannot as- 
cend unaided. Each truck was driven 
across the creek under it own power then 
a tackle attached. The vehicle to ascend 
being the lightest was assisted by man 
power on the tackle, then it was used on 
tackle for heavier trucks. 

Field expedients were shown by the 
Academic Division motor shop, consisting 
of fording a stream by a battery equipped 
vehicle, the vehicle being entirely sub- 
merged in the water.

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Munitions Investigation 


The War Department’s war-time in- 
dustrial mobilization plan, designed to 
bring about a “nation in arms” and to 
curb profiteering during the conflict, was 
hefore the Senate munitions committee 
this week.

Paris, Dec. 15 (AP).—A campaign 
for longer conscript service in the 
French Army was in progress today 
under the sponsorship of military ex- 
perts who believe the German Army will 
outnumber the French two to one by 
next April. 

Agitation for extension of the present 
one-year service was inaugurated by 
Generals René Tournes and Albert Meis- 
sel simultaneously with recommenda- 
tions by the army committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies that the 800,000,000 
francs emergency military fund be used 
immediately to arm French troops with 
latest battle devices. 

General Tournes in an article pub- 
lished in Hecho de Paris asserted Ger- 
many with only eight days’ mobilization 
could attack France’s northeast frontier 
with between fifty and sixty shock divi- 
sions totaling 1,200,000 men. 

By next April, he wrote, Germany’s 
Army will total 600,000, of which half 
will be career soldiers and half well- 
trained Nazis. France, on the other 
hand, the article said, has only 316,508 
troops on its home soil, of which all but 
60,000 are untrained conscripts or 
colonial natives. 

Unless the period of conscript service 
is extended, General Tournes contended, 
French Army will become even smaller 
during the next three years when “the 
war babies” are called to the colors.

Commander, Scouting Force, was born 
in Boston, Mass., Nov. 16, 1879, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy by the 
President of the United States in Sep- 
tember, 1897. He is the fourth genera- 
tion of his family to serve in the Navy. 
His ancestor, the first Capt. John 
Downes entered the Naval Service on 
board the United States Frigate Consti- 
tution in 1800, and had active duty until 
his death in 1854.

Captain Meyers, in charge of War

Capt. Gilbert J. Rowcliff 

Captain Rowcliff. Commander De- 
stroyer Squadron Four, Battle Force, 
was born in Peoria, July. 22, 1881, and 
was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Illinois in 1898. He was awarded 
the Navy Cross for his service during 
the World War as gunnery officer on the 
Staff of the Commander Battleship

FOR ALL WHO LIKE TO SHOOT 
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Secretary Dern speaks highly, and we may add justly, of the morale which the 
Army enjoys, and Secretary Swanson, in his annual report, likewise referred with 
satisfaction to the existence of this condition in the Navy. Morale is a delicate 
flower that must be constantly cultivated. It can be nourished only upon fair and 
exact treatment, Discrimination lowers it as little else can do, and an organization 
so afflicted becomes an easier prey to seditious propaganda. It is a tribute to the 
character of the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the armed forces that in 
spite of treatment in the matter of pay admittedly discriminatory when compared 
with that of other government employes, in spite of promotion stagnation in the 
Army and an unsatisfactory promotion system in the Navy, and in spite of the 
higher compensation paid to CCC enrolees than to the enlisted personnel, there has 
prevailed and prevails today a spirit of loyalty to the Government which justifies 
the high approval of the country. Restoration of longevity pay and the 5% of pay 
still withheld, which are expected to be obtained early in the New Year, should 
be followed by upward revision of pay schedules and by the promotion legislation 
essential for both Services. Action of this kind will mean appreciation by the rank 
and file of the Government's purpose to look out for service welfare, and, therefore, 
stimulation of morale to the point where red effort will become an object less of 
official concern and more of academic interest. 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT DELIVERED AN ADDRESS in 1906 devoted to the 
Man with the Muckrake. He advocated the sternest war npon the many and grave 
evils, economic and social, in the body politic; he hailed as a benefactor everyone 
making such attack, provided always that he in turn remembered that the attack is 
of use only if it is absolutely truthful, and he emphasized that an epidemic of indis- 
criminate assault upon character does no good, but very geeat harm, To this sane 
address we invite the attention of the Nye Munitions Investigating Committee. By 
inference, by suggestion and by direct statement, this committee has succeeded in get- 
ting into the public prints Innuendoes and charges against commissioned ofticeis, in- 
dustrialists who served the Goverment with intense and unselfish loyalty dvring the 
World War, industrialists and business men who have accepted commissions and 
given of their busy time and of their able minds to inform and prepare the Services, 
and manufacturers ready to turn their businesses over to the Government in case 
of emergency. The inference gained by the public from the sordid references to 
outstanding citizens is that in making service connection they are inspired solely 
by a desire to obtain favorable government contracts. Bernard M. Baruch, who 
has been a frequent lecturer before the Army War College and the Army Industrial 
College, and who has just been named as chairman of the new War Policy Com- 
mittee, found it necessary to issve a statement that during the World War he 
converted all his securities with one exception into government bonds, and in the 
case of that exception he turned over all dividends to the Red Cross. Doubtless the 
same unselfish course was pursued by other distinguished men who performed yeo- 
man service during the War, and it is safe to predict that it would be fol'owed 
by other business men in the event of another emergency requiring their services. 
Again, at the moment when an united nation is necessary in order to face the 
grave diplomatic situation precipitated by impending Japanese annulment of the 
Washington Treaty, we find the Nye Committee making it appear an offense against 
patriotism for men fo engage in the manufacture of munitions, for business men 
to place their services at the disposal of the government, for officers to help in the 
sale of American products. We find that committee also placing on the public record 
the war plans of the Army and we may expect it to take a like course with respect 
to the war plans of the Navy. Such information is of incalulable value to a possible 
enemy in spite of the alphabetical designations which the committee authorized War 
Department officials to make for the industries and businesses to be controlled. 
Sympathetic as we are to the desirability of enacting law to apply in war before 
war breaks out, it would seem that the Nye Conimittee should abandon a procedure 
which is weakening and even destructive to proper preparedness and which is 
informative and helpful to foreign governments. To quote another sentence from 
the Roosevelt address: “Expose the crime, and hunt down the criminal; but re- 
member that even in the case of crime, if it is attacked in sensational, lurid, and 
neat = Oa the attack may do more damage to the public mind than the 
c ime itself.”

Army Promotion Bill—In any bill involving forced retirements—as does the one 
understood to have been drafted by the War Department General Council—ofli- 
cers of the Army are intensely interested in what arrangements are being made 
to fix the rate of pay for those forced on the retired list. 

It is understood that the board based its retirement rates upon those of the 
Navy, but with some important amendments. All of those retired under the special 
provisions of the bill (automatic retirement for failure to be selected for the 
list of those eligible for promotion, voluntary retirement of officers commissioned 
in 1920, and pure selection out) would be subject to special retirement rates. All of 
those with 10 years or more of commissioned service would be treated the same 
as Navy officers passed over for selection, that is they would be retired on 24% per- 
cent of their active duty pay multiplied by the number of years’ service they have 
for pay purposes. but not more than 75 percent. 

Those with less than three years’ commissioned service would be discharged 
with a year’s pay, while if they have between three and ten years’ commissioned 
service, they would be discharged with a year’s pay for the first three years’ ser- 
vice and in addition $500 for each year over three years. It is understood that 
officers of more than ten years’ service may accept the cash payment and discharge, 
provided that they can not receive more than an officer of 14 years’ service. 

A special provision is said:to have been inserted in the bill for the benefit of 
ollicers commissioned July 1, 1920, and then 45 or more years of age, whereby 
they could retire with 4 percent of their pay multiplied by the number of years’ 
commissioned service. This would be optional, it is understood. Also officers of 
the World War would be retired as majors unless they already have reached that 
grade, 
Much discussion has arisen regarding the voluntary retirements. It is said that 
under the proposed bill such retirements would be permitted only to officers 
originally commissioned on or before July 2, 1920. The number of such retirements 
permitted each year would be limited and they would be discretionary with the 
Secretary of War. As a matter of fact that power to the Secretary is about the 
only function set up by the bill which is not allocated to the proposed powerful

Flight Pay Study—-Committees representing the War and Navy Departments have 
been consulting among themselves this week to determine their individual view- 
points on the question of flight pay. Next week a single representative of each of 
the departments concerned will meet with the other representations with a view 
to determining on a joint policy which can be presented to the President. It is 
understood that Rear Adm. W. D. Leahy, USN, chief of the bureau of navigation, 
will represent the Navy Department, and that Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, USA, 
the Chief of the Air Corps, will represent the War Department. 
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Murphy's Hotel, Right in the heart of Richk- 
mond, caters to the service, offering excelleat 
accommodations at reasonable rates. 
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Kugene Vidal will represent the Department of Commerce and Rear Admiral Ham- 
let, commandant of the Coast Guard, will represent the Treasury Department. 

As reported in the Army aNp Navy Journat last week, the joint study was 
initiated by Secretary of War Dern, under the direction of the President, who 
it is understood, proposes to take some action under the authority granted by the 
last Congress to fix different rates of flight pay. 


Navy Selections.—The announcement of the selection board report last Saturda 
led to the usual discussion which follows the annual preparation of the promotion 
lists for rear admiral and captain. In the opinion of many, the selection to flag 
rank was unusually stiff. Eight captains were selected, including one extra number— 
Rear Adm. Samuel Murray Robinson, who holds the rank of rear admiral while 
serving as Chief of the Bureau of Engineering. Six of the remaining seven captains 
placed on the promotion list had not been considered by previous boards, In 
selecting these six, the board passed over 17 captains who had not been previously 
considered by a board. Two of these 17 were extra numbers in grade, making the 
selections six out of 21, or 28.5 per cent. 

In selecting commanders for captain, the board placed 28 names on the promo- 
tion list. Of this number five were extra numbers and two had previously beep 
considered by a selection board. As against 21 officers not previously considered 
who were selected, the board passed over 22 commanders not previously considered 
nearly fifty per cent selection. There were no extra numbers not selected. Al of 
the officers considered who are extra numbers in their grade are designated for 
engineering duty only. 

The first officer selected for promotion to rear admiral, Capt. John Downes, 
will make his number on Feb. 1, 1935, when Rear Adm. Henry H. Hough retires 
for age. There are at present no other vacancies in view in the grade of rear 
admiral until Dec. 1, 1935, when Rear Adm. George C. Day retires for age. Rear 
Adm. Walter 8. Crosley retires for age Nov. 1, 1935, but his passing from the 
active list does not create a vacancy, he being an extra number in grade. Rear 
Admirals Thomas J. Senn and Frank H, Clark reach the statutory retirement age 
Jan. 1, 1936. 

While the promotion list for advancement to flag rank was exhausted prior to 
the approval of this year’s list there remain on the promotion list for captain 29 
names from last year’s list. Five of these are extra numbers. One promotion is 
slated for Feb. 1, with Admiral Hough’s retirement, but after that none are ip 
contemplation until June 30, 1935. On that date 14 captains will pass from the 
active list for service ineligibility for promotion. 

The staff corps gains but one promotion as a result of the Line selections. In 
the Civil Engineer Corps, two commanders—Greer A. Duncan and Henry G. Taylor— 
become eligible for selection to captain, and one selection to that grade will be made. 


Turkey for Garrison Ration.—Pending the printing of changes in AR 30-2210, 
September 21, 1931, paragraph 17b of those regulations has been changed as 


follows: 

“b, On Thanksgiving Day and on Christmas Day, the cost of one ration of 
turkey will be used in lieu of the cost of the meat component (bacon, beef, chicken, 
and pork) of the garrison ration for those days.” 


National Defense Appropriations—Representative James P. Buchanan, of Texas, 
chairman of the House Appropriations Committee, was quoted this week as saying 
that appropyiations for National Defense will depend upon what the other powers 
do. 

“The Army and Navy figures will be ready some time in January when our 
subcommittees are ready to begin work on them,” Mr. Buchanan said, “but we 
don’t know what the appropriations are going to be because we don’t know what 
Japan and the other powers are going to do. 

“If the international situation is disturbed, whatever amount may be necessary 
can be taken care of in a deficiency appropriation bill or a resolution near the 
end of the session. 

“If the arms conference breaks down, I believe that Congress will be willing 
to provide the funds necessary for an adequate national defense. 

“Our initial appropriation bills will provide funds for carrying forward the 
upbuilding of the Navy along the lines of the Vinson bill. I expect the budget & 
timates to provide for further mechanization of the Army. 

“TI express no opinion on the number of naval vessels to be provided. Whatever 
is necessary for the national defense, determined after full and careful hearings, 
should be provided.” 


Repairs Delay Ranger—Secretary of the Navy Swanson announced this week 


that the proposed plan of sending the USS Ranger to Maine Waters in February 
to test service of aircraft under conditions of extreme cold might have to lt 
abandoned on account of urgent repair work on the new vessel. The Department 
desires that the Ranger meet her scheduled date of joining the Fleet in the Pacifie 
late in the spring and has decided that if the Maine expedition would delay her 
joining up with the Fleet the trip to Northern waters would be postponed. The 
main repair work required to be done on the Ranger are replacement of the 
present gasoline tanks, 

Acting Chief of Naval Operations, Rear Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, stated that 
the repairs would take about two months after the material is received. This 
is expected within a short time, he said. Explaining the trouble which developed 
aboard the carrier in connection with its gasoline tanks, he said: ; 

“These tanks are built in the side of the ship and the side of the ship is 00 
side of the tank. They carry gasoline for the airplanes of the carrier, The steel 
was supposed to be anti-corrosive, but instead of being that we discovered that 
the gasoline was heating it. Where the outside of the hull is part of these tanks, 
that is the part that has to be replaced.” 

Admiral Taussig added that there was probably no question of ’ 
for the defect, it being “one of those things—an effort to save money which 
work out.”

gn eligibility list indicating the war rank 
in command or staff position for which 
an officer appears to be fitted, which lists 
might be extended to include eligibility 
for attendance at the higher schools of 
the Army. 
Regarding training of units in the 
early days of war, the report states: 
Early War Training 

“Jn pursuance of the Four Army Plan, 
the War Department has under prepara- 
tion schedules for the training of units 
in the early days of war. While these 
ghedules cover a period of sixteen weeks 
they are so drawn as to insure a well- 
rounded training of units and individuals 
from the first. Under them, a curtail- 
ment of the period will find the train- 
ing balanced and the troops as fit as 
possible for the time spent. In these 
ghedules physical and _ disciplinary 
training including marches and camps, 
and practice in the use of weapons, are 
carried on simultaneously from the first. 
While intensive tactical training, as such, 
does not appear in the schedule until 
the beginning of the seventh week, the 
troops will have had training in ex- 
tended order, and may well receive in 


ennection with this training, special 
and intensive training in the use of cover 
and in scouting and patrolling. The 


time element to develop the subdivisions 
of units from the smallest to the largest 
varies in the different Arms. The In- 
fantry companies are to be ready, ac- 
erding to the schedules, for battalion 
and regimental training at the end of 
the thirteenth week. In the Cavalry 
and Artillery, concurrent training of 
lower and higher units begins earlier. 
“These schedules appear to be reason- 
able and to meet the ideas of most of 
thse whose views have been solicited. 
They insure the early all-around develop- 
ment of the individual soldier as well as 
ofthe unit. They are, therefore, adapted 
not only to the training of new units 
but also, wholly or in part, to the trin- 
ing of replacements at replacement cen- 
ters, to refresher training of older units 
and, in our opinion, as a guide to the 
training of recruits in peace. 
“Summaries of these schedules should 
be issued to the Army immediately in 
order that all may become familiar with 
thm; the more complete schedules 
should be issued later.” 


Schools of Thought 
Under the heading. “Schools of 
Thought,” the board remarked, “In 
or survey of professional opinion 
we find no one who advocates the 
neglect of discipline or , teamplay. 
We do find differences of opinion as to 
What discipline is and how it is best 
attained. This is natural and not un- 
(esirable as methods differ with leaders, 
and our system looks to leaders and for 
results not means. 
“There is no question but that close 
oer drill can be overdone. It is a 
means to an end and not an end in 
itself. We think it highly dangerous, 
however, to teach that the sort of 
tscipline or soldierly character which 
in Army needs—more today than ever 
ore-—can be brought about without 
‘fort and in a matter of days. How- 
‘ver quickly we may snap men into con- 
dition to march and shoot, it takes time 
ind living and working together and 
‘peelal effort to develop that intangible 
*mething which has been found abso- 
ltely essential to dependable fighting 
tits. Short, snappy physical and close 
oder drills are an aid and so also are 
“mple and inspiring ceremonies. In the 
mobilization schedules to which we have 
Meviously referred, less than five per 
Pon of the time of training of the In- 
med Rifle Company is allotted to 
op Close order drill. We feel that 
is an absolute minimum. 
In a national war in which enthu-

our decentralized system of training is 
sound. The criticisms, which are all 
helpful and constructive, tvere directed 
not against the system but to the over- 
coming of conditions and difficulties 
which limit or interfere with good train- 
ing.” 

Some of these difficulties with excerps 
from the board’s remarks on them 
follow: 


The lack of a system of tactical and 
technical inspections of units of the 
several arms at all comparable in 
thoroughness of execution and report 
with those now made as to disciplinary 
and administrative affairs by officers of 
the Inspector General's Department. 

Naturally a commander turns his atten- 
tion to those things most closely inspected. 
His record would suffer if he did not. But 
u still more cogent reason for a thorough 
system of tactical and technical inspection 
lies in the fact that the Chief of Arm who is 
primarily charged with the responsibility 
for developing the weapons, equipment and 
doctrine for his Arm does not now receive 
reports of a sufficiently detailed and helpful 
character to keep him fully abreast of con- 
ditions, It is our opinion that the Chief of 
each Arm, in person, should conduct 
annually several such inspections and that he 
should be charged with the direct responsi 
bility for developing the scope of such in 
spections and for standardizing the charac 
ter of the reports thereon. As to the pro 
ficiency of units in combined training, this 
we agree is for the higher tactical com- 
manders. 


The paucity of enlisted strength, and 
particularly the disparity between evist- 
ing strength and war strength. 

This matter is basically an organizational 
question somewhat beyond the scope of this 
report. We feel that there are matters 
affecting the peace time organization and 
distribution of our troops, such as the need 
for the training of civilian components in 
the Army, which must receive consideration 
equally with changes which are expected in 
tactical organization as new equipment be- 
comes available. The two requirements con 
sidered together appear to call for a 
greater enlisted strength in the Army as a 
whole. The matter merits special study and 
a separate report. 

The undue emphasis now placed upon 
administration and military housekeep- 
ing. 

This is given by a number of our officers 
as one of the main reasons for the lack of 
proper technical and tactical training. 

The delay in’ the completion of the 
Field Manual Project. 


Lack of combined training. 


The lack of facilities for combat train- 
ing such as ranges at which combat firing 
crercises can be held. 

In our opinion opportunity to secure com- 
bat, gunnery and bombing ranges, or at 
least the ground for them in each area not 
now supplied, is offered through the Ad- 
ministration’s plan for the purchase of sub- 
marginal lands. This need for combat firing 
ranges is particularly important for mobili- 
zation. 


The lack of a centralized control of 
nobilization assignments. 

Expressed rather generally in the survey 
of professional opinion, is the desirability 
from the point of view of training, of modi- 
fying the existing method of making 
mobilibation assignments. At present some 
of these assignments are made by those 
who are without access to the records of 
officers and without full knowledge of their 
ability to command troops or to perform 
higher staff duties. 

We favor the establishment by a central 
agency, of eligibility lists, based upon 
demonstrated performance, which will indi- 
cate the war rank in command or staff 
position for which an officer appears to be 
fitted; these eligibility lists to be furnished, 
for their guidance, to those who have 
charge of making assignments from mobili 
zation pools. 

These lists might well be extended to in- 
clude eligibility for attendance at the higher 
schools of the Army. 

We feel that such a system will stimulate 
eur officers to lthprove themselves by study, 
by tactical walks and by command post 
exercises, and to seek responsible command 
positions in peace in order to demonstrate 
their fitness for the greater responsibilities 
of higher rank in war. 


The lack of a thoroughly satisfactory 
system of recruit and replacement train- 
ing. 

Some advocate the establishment of recruit 
depots in peace to become replacement cen- 
ters in war. The present mobilization plans 
eall for replacement centers in war. To set 
up recruit depots in peace would deplete 





still more our already greatly reduced units 
and would give to but few officers and 


non-commissioned officers experience’ in 
handling new men. 
A compromise which appears to have 


direct application to our system appears to 
lie in the designation of one company at 
each battalion or larger post, in which new 
men could be brought to an early all-round 
fitness for higher or more specialized train- 
ing. The course of training in such com 
panies might well follow that outlined in 
the mobilization schedules up to company. 
This would doubtless lead to some desirable 
modification of mobilization schedules. 
Within the company, classes would be needed 
if recruits arrived too irregularly. To facill- 
tate training, recruits should arrive’ in 
groups. During this training period the 
officers and men in such companies should 
not be subject to duty outside their com- 
pany. For the sake of morale, the tour of 
duty of a company as training company 
should not exceed one year, at the end of 
which period another company should be 
designated. 


Recommendations 


Recommendations of the board follow: 

“We recommend that paragraphs 11, 
12, 17 and 29 of TR 10-5, Military Train- 
ing, Basic, dated August 15, 1928, be re- 
worded to read as follows: 


11. Decentralization.-The conduct of train 
ing should be decentralized. Company and 
higher commanders prepare their own train- 
ing programs and schedules to meet the ends 
required by training directives and by the 
mission and characteristics of the unit con 
cerned, Higher commanders should examine 
these programs and schedules to assure com 
pliance with directives and with their own 
announced programs for the training of their 
commands. Subordinate commanders should 
be given full authority within their respec 
tive spheres of responsibility and be held 
responsible for results. 


12. Progressive training. All training 
should progress from the elementary to the 
more advanced. In accordance with this 
principle, training is initiated by training 
individuals and small units; subsequent 
training will be devoted especially to the 
training of each subdivision from the 
smallest to the largest until the training of 
the unit as a whole is accomplished. This 
does not preclude the concurrent training of 
higher and lower units. In addition to its 
other values, a progressive procedure from 
smaller to larger units gives opportunity for 
the training of subordinate leaders in the 
responsible exercise of command. Higher 
commanders should devote themselves to the 
training of their commands as a whole, and 
to instructing their subordinate leaders to 
whom should be delegated the responsibility 
of training and leading their own subdivi- 
sions. Concurrent training of higher and 
lower units gives to all an appreciation of 
the part each subdivision must play in the 
unit team. Refresher training must be carried 
out to the extent necessary to maintain 
standards once they are attained. 


17. Keonomy of time and variety.—Training 
should be so planned and conducted that 
the objective is reached in the minimum 
time, and so varied as te stimulate interest 
and thus assure effective results. For this 
reason and also because individuals and 
units thus attain a better all-around fitness, 
technical training, and the tactical applica- 
tion thereof, should be carried on simul- 
taneously and monotony should still further 
be broken by marches both at route and 
at attention, by stimulative drills of pre 
cision, and by occasional inspirational 
ceremonies; clear distinction should be main- 
tained always between battlefield formations 
and those more adapted to cantonment and 
garrison life, 

20. Reeruit Training._a. Immediately after 
entry into the service recruits should receive 
instruction in the Articles of War, Army 
Regulations, local orders, military courtesy 
and customs of the service, and uniform 
regulations in so far as they pertain to en 
listed men, and in personal hygiene and 
sanitation. This instruction should be 
thorough but should be given by simple and 
carefully prepared lectures delivered = by 
competent officers, 

b. Their further training should include 
physical training, school of the soldier, 
marches and camps, inspections and cere 
monies, close order drill, care and display of 
equipment, defense against chemical warfare, 
the preliminary firing of small arms, and 
such other technical and tactical subjects as 
will bring them to an all-around early fit- 
ness for the higher and more specialized 
training of their own Arm. 

Sequence of subjects in the above train 
ing is left to the diseretion of unit com 
manders. A training company may be 
designated to train the new men and the 
mobilization schedules for the particular 
Arm used as a guide in formulating the 
course 

“We further recommend that: 

“Paragraph 8 b (2) (b) be reworded 





to read as follows: 

Its essential characteristics are mobility, 
fire power, and its ability to fight mounted 
or on foot, or from rapidly moving armored 
vehicles. 

“Paragraph 8 b (2) 
to read as follows: 

Its principal weapons are the rifle, machine 
gun, automatic small arms, and armored 
vehicles, 

“Paragraph 8 b (6) (b) be reworded 
to read as follows: 

Its essential charcteristics are its ability 
by engineering works and operations to 
secure and reproduce information as to the 
terrain, to improve routes of communications 
and the potection, shelter and living condi- 
tions of all branches of its own Army, while 
at the same time providing a body of com- 
bat troops for use in emergencies: and its 
ability to interfere with the movements of 
the enemy by engineering works of con- 
struction and destruction. 

“Paragraph 13 be omitted in its entirey, 
since it is unnecessary and somewhat 
confusing. (The words, “The principle 
of training objectives,’ line 5 of Para- 
graph 10, also be omitted). 

“Paragraph 21 be amended by the in- 
sertion in appropriate places of ‘Army 
Commanders’ and ‘Commanding General 
of G, H. Q. Air Force’; and concise 
Statements of the responsibility with 
which these tactical commanders are 
charged be inserted as appropriate sub- 
paragraphs, 

“Paragraph 21 ¢ be changed to read, 
‘The Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau.’ 

“Paragraph 22 be omitted in its en- 
tirety, since this matter is covered in 
Army Regulations, 

“Paragraph 23 ¢ (1).—Sub-paragraphs 
(a), (b), and (4) be omitted, the remain- 
ing sub-paragraphs to be relettered (a) 
to (7), inclusive. 

“Paragraph 24 be omitted in its en- 
tirety, and proficiency assured through 
proper inspection, 

“Paragraph 25 d be amended by strik- 
ing from the first line the words, 
standards prescribed, and methods’ ; from 
the second line the words, ‘of testing 
proficiency in various subjects’; from the 
third line the words, ‘of various indi- 
viduals or units in meeting prescribed 
standards.’ 

“Paragraph 37 be omitted in its en- 
tirety as restrictive on the War Depart- 
ment itself. 

“In addition we recommend that: 

“(1) The Chief of each Arm be 
charged with the direct responsibility 
for developing the scope of the tactical 
and technical inspections for his Arm 
and for standardizing the character of 
the reports thereon, and that authority 
and funds be made available for him to 
conduct personally several such inspec- 
tions annually. 

“(2) A special organizational study be 
undertaken to find means to remedy the 
existing disparity between peace and 
war strengths, and the paucity of en- 
listed strength in the Army as a whole. 

“(3) Special study be undertaken with 
a view to the modification of AR 90-40, 
210-70, and similar regulations; and con- 
sideration be given to a modification of 
the instructions contained in circular 
letter The Adjutant General's Office 
October 18, 1930 (AG 600,12 (10-16-30) 
Mise. M.D.) 

“(4) The Manual for Interior Guard 
be revised. As soon as suflicient arma-

“(5) The Chiefs of all Arms be 
directed to prepare summaries of the 
sixteen weeks’ mobilization schedules for 
their Arms, and that these summaries 
be issued to the Army, including all com- 
ponents, down to reciments and similar 
units, in order to insure that all are 
familiar with them, and that as soon as 
finally completed and approved complete 
schedules be issued similiarly. 

“(6) In view of the emphasis placed 
on combat firing fn the latest Training 
Directive and = in the mobilization 
schedules, a special technical study be

Army housing program. 
Regarding pay Mr. Dern said: 
“Pay schedules in the Army are rela- 
tively too low. There has been only one 
slight increase in the compensation of 


Army officers since 1908, Since that time } 


the pay of other Government servants 
has been materially advanced but that 
of the Army has remained practically 
stationary. I realize that at present the 
economic condition of the country is such 
that increases in the basic pay of officers 
should not be made. However, I call 
attention to the situation as it exists 
and recommend that, when the financial 
condition of the Treasury warrants, con- 
sideration be given to pay increases for 
Army officers, particularly those in the 
lower grades,” 

Regarding promotion the Secretary 
stated: 

“Among the legislative recommenda- 
tions of the Baker Board was one re- 
lating to the revision of the promotion 
system of the Regular Army so as to 
provide for selective advancement, fol- 
lowing in general the methods em- 
ployed by the Navy and Marine Corps. 
This matter has been one which has 
had the consideration of the War De- 
partment for several years. 

“The promotion situation for commis- 
sioned officers of the Army, except those 
in the Medical Department and the 
Chaplains’ Corps, has been growing 
steadily worse for some years. If ex- 
isting stagnation is continued it is cer- 
tain to have an appreciably adverse 
effect on the morale of the individual 
and upon the efficiency of the Army. 
Moreover, the practically permanent sub- 
mersion in lower grades of many highly 
efficient officers deprives the Govern- 
ment of their services on duties where 
they could be of the greatest value. 

“Very little can be done administra- 
tively to correct this situation, but such 
steps as are within the discretion of the 
Secretary of War are being taken. The 
promotion situation as a whole is now 
being thoroughly studied by the general 
council, After that study shall have 
been completed, it is my purpose to rec- 
ommend for the consideration of Con- 
gress amendments to existing laws to 
provide for a more uniform and satis- 





factory flow of promotion, so as to guar- 
antee to every efficient officer a reason- 
able advancement, without at the same 
time necessitating heavy additional ex- 
pense.” 

The Secretary also told of the steps 
taken during the past year to revise the 
Class “B” procedure so as to make the 
classification by the Board of General 
officers final and not subject to review 
except on specific order of the President. 
This, he said, was a return to the origi- 
nal intent of the law. “Beneficial results 
of this reversion to initial conceptions,” 
the Secretary said, “are already ap- 
parent and will become more so as all 
officers tome thoroughly to appreciate 
the true significance of the change.” 

Work of the Army in connection with 
the Civilian Conservation Corps was 
thoroughly endorsed by the Secretary 
who stated, “I cannot too highly com- 
mend the officers and enlisted men for 
their efficient service and sympathetic 
leadership in this important activity. 
The Army is grateful for having been 
permitted to have a part in so inspiring 
a movement to conserve our natural re- 
sovrces and our young men.” 

Excerpts from the Secretary’s report 
follow : 

Washington Quarters 

For many years there has existed a 
need for suitable public building in the 
District of Columbia in which to house 
the War Department. Within recent 
months the lack of such accommodations 
has been more seriously felt than ever 
before. For example, the General Staff 
is not only a separate building from 
the Secretary of War and Chief of Staff, 
but has within the space of 2 years been 
forced to move its offices three times, and 
is now facing the prospect of doing so 
again. Other branches of the Depart- 
ment are widely scattered. Lack of suit- 
able quarters and deplorable dispersion 
of subordinate agencies are particularly 
disadvantageous to the military division 
of the War Department, since each of its 
several sections is functionaily a part of 
a single team. Efficiency is possible only 
where all are suitably concentrated. 

At present agencies under the Secre- 
tary of War occupy space in 17 separate 
buildings throughout the city of Wash- 
ington. * * * 

The need for a new War Department 
building is pressing, and its erection 
should be undertaken without delay. 

Army of the United States 

The report of the Chief of Staff deals 
with the strength, equipment, organiza- 
tion, training, and administration of the 
Army of the United States. My own com- 
ments touching upon these matters are 
consequently rather general and non- 
technical in character, but nevertheless 
reflect my personal opinions and conclu- 
sions, based upon more than 20 months 
of study, observation, and experience in 
my present position. 


Strength 

On June 30, 1934, the strength of the 
Regular Army, exclusive of the Philip- 
pine Scouts, was 12,212 officers and 117,- 
517 enlisted men. In the Philippine 
Scouts there were 66 officers and 
6,306 enlisted men. This is practically 
the level at which the Army has been 
maintained for several years by the an- 
nual appropriation acts, although the 
limiting strength fixed by the National 
Defense Act of 1920 is approximately 
18,000 officers and 280,000 enlisted men. 

The War Department Appropriation 
Act for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1935, directs that on and after October 
1, 1934, there shall be no more than 11,- 
750 officers in the Army whose original 
commissions bear dates prior to June 1, 
1934, Compliance with this provision 
of the law necessitated the separation 
from the active list of about 300 officers. 
The only legal methods available to the 
Department for carrying out the terms of 
this law were by the retirement of offi- 
cers not considered physically qualified 
for active field service, by urging volun- 
tary retirement of officers of more than 
30 years’ service, and by invoking class B 
proceedings to separate from the active 
list those officers who had been least suc- 
cessful in measuring up to the high 
standards required. After all of these 
separations shall have been made, the 
total commissioned strength of the Army, 








including the 1934 graduates of the Mili.

The duties of the Regular Army may 
be said to include the following: 

First, to furnish adequate garrisons for oy 
overseas territory, including both mobile ang 
harbor defense troops. 

Second, to provide a well-balanced, mobile, 
and modernized force in the Continents) 
United States for initial defense against , 
surprise attack, to hold or repel an invader 
at the outset of hostilities, and to serve ag, 
covering force during mobilization. 

Third, to furnish garrisons for harbor de. 
fenses in the continental United States. 

Fourth, to provide instructors for training 
other components of the Army of the United 
States. 

Fifth, to maintain the framework for the 
organization of corps, Army, and higher 
headquarters, and for administrative and 
supply establishments, to meet expansion 
required by mobilization. 

Sixth, to develop modern equipment, or 
ganization, and tactical methods and accom- 
plish necessary indoctrination of all com- 
ponents. 

The force necessary to perform these 
duties has been the subject of frequent 
studies by the War Department General 
Staff, and the conclusion has bee 
reached that a Regular Army composed 
of 14,090 officers and 165,000 enlisted 
men is the least force that can do so efi 
ciently. These views of our trained mili 
tary leaders should receive the mos 
careful consideration. With their general 
intent I am in complete accord. 

The need for a greater defense fore 
must, of course, be balanced against the 
necessity for emergency expenditures in 
recovery programs. In the interest of im- 
mediate economy, and in view of the 
urgent calls on the National Treasury for 
relief needs, it may be necessary to defer, 
for the present, any material increase 
the strength of our Military Establish 
ment. Nevertheless, we should reali 
that such a postponement involves # 
element of risk, which, if necessarily 
curred for the moment, should be ct 
tinued only so long as the finandd 
condition of the country makes it imper 
tive that we do so. 

Training 

Considerable progress has been made 
in organization and training throughout 
the year, in spite of a temporary #* 
pension of practically all activity of this 
kind during the emergency phases of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps mobilization

uipment, preparation of terminal facili- 
ties, alteration of instruments and equip- 
ment, attainment of familiarity with 
routes, and improvisation of an adminis- 
trative organization. A serious compli- 
cation was a period of unfavorable 
weather conditions, almost unprece- 
dented in severity and duration. As a 
result, a number of fatalities occurred, 
and these, without any real investigation 
of attendant circumstances, were seized 
upon in some quarters as proof of ineffi- 
eency, neglect, and obsolescence in the 
army Air Corps. That much of the criti- 
dsm was unjust is attested by the fact 
that after the weather cleared up and 
the pilots had become familiar with their 
routes the Air Corps carried the mail 
satisfactorily and with singular freedom 
from accidents. 

Actually, the Air Corps took over, with 
almost dramatic suddenness, an exceed- 
ingly complicated and entirely unfamiliar 
task and, in spite of regrettable acci- 
dents, proved that it could and would 
carry the mail. Officers and men were 
compelled to work long hours, often 
under conditions of real hardship and 
even for a period without the necessary 
monetary allowances to provide for their 
own support. Yet morale was unim- 

red. The men who lost their lives 
exemplify the intrepidity, patriotism, 
wal, and devotion to duty which are tra- 
ditional in the American Army. 

Although criticism was largely unin- 
formed, it was, in certain respects, justi- 
fied. The experience exposed certain de- 
fects, most of which had developed 
through no fault of the Air Corps but 
were due to insufficiencies in appropria- 
tions. Among these probably the most 
important were inadequate training in 
night and blind flying and lack of spe- 
cal instruments. 

In order that we might profit by the 
lessons to be learned from the Army’s ex- 
perience in carrying the mail, and develop 
our Air Corps to the highest possible de- 
gree of usefulness as an agency for na- 
tional defense, I requested the Honorable 
Newton D. Baker, former Secretary of 
War, to head a committee of distin- 
guished civilians and Army officers to 
inquire into all phases of Army aviation. 
This Board held exhaustive hearings, 
and shortly after the close of the fiscal 
year made a comprehensive report con- 
taining a number of constructive recom- 
mendations applying to the strength, 
training, organization, and equipment of 
the Air Corps. The full report of the 
Board, to which 1 gave my complete ap- 
proval, is available as a published official 
document. I have adopted it as the basis 
for a permanent program of Air Corps 
development. and the Department has 
ilready initiated action to carry into 
effect those recommendations which re- 
quire no new legislation. Others will un- 
doubtedly receive the careful attention 
of the appropriate congressional com- 
mittees. 

The Air Corps still needs a large num- 
ber of military airplanes of the most efli- 
cent types to enable it to carry out the 
hecessary training and to be in a state of 
readiness for immediate and effective 
service in an emergency. For these pur- 
poses the Board concluded that the Air 
Corps should have a minimum of 2,320 
serviceable airplanes of the latest and 

t types, exclusive of reserves. This 
Will necessitate the procurement of more 
than 600 new airplanes. I recommend 
that a program for attaining this mini- 
—_ Strength be initiated at once and 

ompleted within the next 3 years.

of the depression and the consequent 
reduction in Federal retenues the pro- 
gram was interrupted and further im- 
provement was temporarily impossible. 
lt appeared that the matter would neces- 
sarily be held in abeyance for a number 
of years, and such a prospect was, to 
say the least, a gloomy one for the 
Army. 

It was therefore with extraordinary 
gratification that information was re- 
ceived, in the summer of 1933, to the 
effect that the War Department’s re- 
quests for funds for Army housing would 
be considered by the Public Works Ad- 
ministration as a phase of its compre- 
hensive program of public works. The 
Department's requests as submitted 
covered a wide field, aggregating over 
$300,000,000, of which amount about 
$135,000,000 was for Army housing, both 
at home and in foreign possessions. * * * 
Allotments totaling $61,413,614.50 were 
made for construction and repair in 
Army housing during the fiscal year 
1934,* * * 

With the appearance of adequate and 
decent housing for officers and enlisted 
men in many of our posts, special de- 
mands upon personnel for maintenance 
and houskeeeping are being steadily re- 
duced and training opportunities are in- 
creasing. Sanitation and health are 
easier to sustain, and everywhere 
throughout the Army there is reflected 
a conviction that the Government has 
definitely interested itself, in a most 
practical and humanitarian manner, in 
decent living conditions for its defenders. 
The effects upon pride and self-respect— 
that is, upon morale—are more than 
noticeable. 

The Army housing program has proved 
so beneficial in providing employment 
and stimulating industry that I recom- 
mend the allocation of sufficient funds 
to provide for its early completion. 


Morale 

While the Army is organized primarily 
for the military defense of the country, 
the past year has demonstrated that 
officers of the Army have the ability to 
meet other emergencies as promptly, as 
courageously, and as efficiently as those 
that arise on the field of battle. During 
the year Army officers have been utilized 
by the War Department and by other 
executive agencies on a multiude of un- 
familiar tasks, requiring the exercise of 
rare ability, tact, and understanding. In 
every instance these new duties were dis- 
charged with great credit to the indi- 
vidual officers and to the Army. The 
success attained suggests the degree of 
confidence that may be placed in our 
Military Establishments to serve the 
Nation in exigencies of peace as well as 
in the travails of war. 

During the year I had the privilege of 
visiting a large number of military posts 
and everywhere I noted the high stand- 
ard of efficiency maintained by the 
officers and men. They are worthy suc- 
cessors to the officers and enlisted men 
who blazed trails across the continent 
and explored the wilderness, who pro- 
jected the routes of our early canals and 
railroads, and who participated so mag- 
nificiently in the development of the 
American Nation. Today they are still 
pinoeering in the fields of communica- 
tion, aerial navigation, and preventive 
medicine, and their accomplishments are 
furthering the progress and development 
of the country.

Cost of Arms Nationalization 

To be prepared under a policy of na- 
tionalization of armament manufactur- 
ing, the United States would have to 
spend not less than three billion dol- 
lars for additional arsenal capacity 
alone, it was pointed out by L. A. Codd, 
executive secretary of the Army Ord- 
nance Association, speaking at a meet- 
ing of the Foreign Policy Association in 
New York City, recently. 

At the same meeting Senator Gerald 
P. Nye, chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee investigating the munitions indus- 
try, made the assertion that Japan is 
justified in her intention to terminate 
the Washington Naval Treaty. He de- 
clared that “our preparation for war 
should be confined to preparation for 
war on our own waters and on our own 
shores.” 

“To understand the importance of 
munitions in time of war” Mr. Codd de- 
clared “we might consider this state- 
ment of General Pershing in his report 
on the operations of the American Px- 
peditionary Forces. General Pershing 
wrote: ‘We sought assistance in obtain- 
ing the guns needed at least for the first 
two years. It was most fortunate that 
we were able to get these guns from the 
French as up to the end of the war no 
guns manufactured at home for our 
army, of the types used, except 24 8-inch 
mortars and 6 14-inch naval guns were 
fired in battle.’ 

“Why did General Pershing consider 
the United States fortunate in being 
able to make this arrangement for at 
least the firat two years of the World 
War? Simply because we did not have 
the knowledge and the facilities in this 
country either in Government or private- 
ly operated plants to produce the arms 
needed for the A.E.F. and it would take 


that long to mobilize, train, educate 
American industry to produce arma- 
ments in sufficient quantity and ade- 


quate quality. 

“To meet our military munitions re- 
quirements of another major emergency 
we have in this country as we had be- 
fore the war, six Government-owned ar- 
senals and a few private companies. Un- 
der the National Defense Act of 1920 
we have provided for industrial mobili- 
zation but except in the case of those 
companies who are engaged in the small 
amount of armament manufacture for 
our own government and the legitimate 
needs of foreign governments we have 
no peace-time industry at all commensur- 
ate with our war-time needs. 

“Every student of the American muni- 
tions problem realizes and heartily ap- 
proves the correctness of the War Poli- 
cies Commission’s recommendation that 
in time of major war the revenue law 
should provide that individuals and cor- 
porations shall be taxed 95 per cent of 
all income above the previous three year 
average. 

“Before the World War as now we 
had six Government-owned and oper- 
ated arsenals under the control of the 
War Department and a few private 
plants engaged in peace-time production 
of arms. American industry had to be 
mobilized to do the job—a highly spe- 
cialized, tremendously time-consuming 
undertaking. At the end of the World 
War there were 8,000 plants engaged 
in ordnance work for our army and 
some 15,000 additional contractors manu- 
facturing other military supplies. Be- 
cause of our unfamiliarity with the task 
the delays were tremendous. Who can 
say what effect adequate American muni- 
tions would have had on our 50,000 bat- 
tle deaths, our 200,000 wounded? 

“Kvery student of the problem also 
realizes the fallacy of so-called national- 
ization of armament manufacture in the 
United States. Such a policy would not 
only be ineffective in time of war, but 
would be an economic burden in time of 
peace out of all proportion to any ad- 
vantage to be gained. Our present Gov- 
ernment-owned arsenals have a capacity 
to produce only tive ner cent of our 
urmament needs in time of major war. 
Tu be prepared under a policy of nation- 
alization we must hav. immediately 
nineteen times our present gov°*rnment- 
owned facilities. On very conservative 
estimates this additional capacity for 





military armament alone would cost not 
less than three billion dollars. Leaving 
out amortization, obsolescence and cost 
of personnel, the annual finance charge 
alone even at three per cent would cost 
the taxpayers of the United States about 
ninety million dollars annually. 

“In my opinion the cure for any al- 
leged abuses or unethical practices of 
the armament trade lies in a system of 
export licenses and publicity as pro- 
vided for in the Convention for the 
Control of the Traffic in Anms and 
Munitions of War as ratified by the 
United States Senate June 14, 1984. The 
provisions of this Convention should 
meet with the enthusiastic approval of 
all American companies who are in any 
way engaged in the production and ex- 
port of armament. It would assure to 
the United States the continuation of 
this vital part of our national defense 
strength—a part so essential that in time 
of major war it may well represent the 
difference between success and failure.” 


Coast Guard News 

With Rear Adm. Harry G. Hamlet 
and the heads of divisions at Head- 
quarters in attendance, the House Sub- 
committee in charge of Treasury De- 
partment appropriations held hearings 
this week on the Coast Guard estimates, 

But one day, Dec. 19 was devoted to 
the Coast Guard by the subcommittee 
which is headed by Representative 
Arnold of Ill. and has as other members, 
Representatives Ludlow of Ind., Boylan 
of New York, Taber of New York, and 
McLeod of Mich. While the estimates 
are not yet made public, it is said that 
they involve an increase over the ap- 
propriations for the current year.

It is a real pleasure to congratulate you 
on your victory and to commend you for 
the high degree of skill in marksman- 
ship which you have attained.”

That Rental Situation 


Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Subject: Rental Allowance. 

I have always thought that the method 
of handling rental allowance for officers 
is extremely “wet” and works consid- 
erable hardship on those who are so 
unfortunate as to be stationed in local- 
ities where rents are high and winters 
long and cold. 

On Army posts, officers have no rent to 
pay and are given an allowance for heat 
and light in kind and the free use of 
telephones. Only when the officer con- 
sumes an amount either of heat or of 
light in excess of the authorized allow- 
ance need he worry about digging into 
his jeans to make up the deficiency, and 
even then for good and sufficient reasons 
the Commanding Officer may approve the 
excess used. 

On details where no Government quar- 
ters are available officers are given a 
rental allowance, the amount of which 
is based upon rank and length of ser- 
vice. According to Army Regulations 
30-1620 “heat and light in kind may not 
be issued to any person receiving an al- 
lowance for rental of quarters under the 
act approved June 10, 1922.” With this 
rental allowance, therefore, the unfortu- 
nate person must pay not only his rent 
but he must also buy his coal, pay for 
electricity. gas and telephone. The fact 
that rents are cheaper in some localities 
than in others and that more coal is 
needed in the northern zones than in the 
southern ones does not enter into consid- 
eration, with the result that the majority 
must supplement their rental allowance 
with their pay. 

An example will show the inequalities 
which this system fosters. The writer 
knows of a case where one officer was 
stationed in Boston for a four-year 
period while a classmate of his was 
stationed in New Orleans during the 
same period. Each drew a rental allow- 
ance of $85.00 a month. Comparing the 
following table:

It can be seen that the officer in Bos- 
ton spent almost twice as much as the 
one stationed in New Orleans for the 
privilege of being stationed at the for- 
mer place. During the period of four years 
it is interesting to note that the Boston 
officer had to go into his own pocket to 
the tune of $884.00 while the New Or- 
leans officer sav®d $2712.00. In other 
words the New Orleans officer was ahead 
of the Boston one by $2252.00. The moral 
seems to be to go south and save on rent- 
al allowance. 

As no criticism is worth a continental 
unless it be constructive, I offer the fol- 
lowing solutions to the problem: 

(1) Take a leaf (rather a map in 
this instance) out of the old Quarter- 
master Manual of 1916 and base rent al- 
lowance on the average rates demanded 
for rents in the locality under consid- 
eration. Then ask Congress to change 
the law so that a heat and light allow- 
ance may be given in acordance with 
the system contained in the aforemen- 
tioned Quartermaster Manual of 1916. 

(2) An alternative system would be 








to abolish rental allowance and insti- 
tute a town major system in all cities 
where officers are stationed. Have the 
town major in cooperation, with real 
estate agents, survey the town and select 
certain houses for Army officers, these 
to be classified as colonels mansions, 
lieutenant colonels and majors houses, 
captains abodes, and lieutenants huts. 
Fix a rental price for each house on the 
list and make payment therefor by the 
town major through the Finance Officer. 
Give each office an allowance for heat. 
light and telephone based upon the size 
of the house and its location in the 
United States. 

This letter has been hurriedly written 
and no doubt the systems advocated con- 
tain many rough spots and some ob- 
stacles, but it is believed that these are 
not insurmountable and can be over- 
come and made workable, thereby plac- 
ing all officers, whether on a post or on 
civilian detail, on the same status and 
assist in abolishing the usual hardships 
incident to a civilian detail, which ac- 
cording to present conditions is the 
usual status of the majority of officers 
of the Army.

Promotion Freeze in Non- 
Commissioned grades 
Editor ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Much has been spoken and written of 
the promotion hump of Commissioned 
Officers of the Army, but never a word 
about the plight of the hump in promo- 
tion that paralyzes the advancement of 
Non-Commissioned Officers in the Staff 
Corps. This condition in the Medical De- 
partment is particularly trying on the 
ambitious enlisted man as the policy is 
and has been to permit enlisted men to 
continue in active service after the com- 
pletion of required term for retirement. 

The Army allotment of the first grade 
in the Medical Denartment is forty-nine 
and at present there are nine enlisted 
men holding these grades who have 
long since completed the thirty years 
required for retirement. These men 
are permitted to re-enlist in grade so 
long »s they are physically able to pass 
physical examination with such waivers 
as each individual case requires. The 
vast majority of these Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers are found on office as- 
signments requiring no strenuous physi- 
eal activity, thereby they carry on. The 
littleness and selfishness of these men who 
after attaining the highest rank possible 
in their Corps is manifest, as they need 
no one to advise them of the hardship 
their grasping attitude works on the man 
who has qualified himself for promotion 
only to find the door closed in his face. 
Year after year he takes the examination 
for advancement only to find that he 
does not attain a grade sufficient to 
rank him as high as third on the promo- 
tion list, he can have no hopes for the 
step he has slaved to make. 

Lowered morale must follow repeated 
discouragements after honest earnest 
effort. The situation in the second grade 
is similar. If Non-Commissioned Officers 
of the first and second grades were re- 
quired to retire on completion of thirty 
years, promotion would be speeded up 
and honest endeavor rewarded. This is 
not however the entire solution. The 
policy of requiring personnel who have 
already qualified for promotion to be 
re-examined at intervals result in a dis- 
tinct hardship to a class of personnel 
which is deserving. Many enlisted men 
holding warrants in second grade have 
passed forty-five years of age and are 
not fairly pitted against younger men 
who have had advantages of education 
not available to the old-timer who knows 
“his stuff’ by practical application on 
the job. He can and does do the work 
but as he gets older he is not as profi- 
cient in passing the complicated ex- 
amination required for the first grade. 
Many of these deserving enlisted men 
have qualified by examination for pro- 
motion to the first grade and were they 
permitted to remain on the eligible list

In order to fully appreciate the signi-

No. 168, re- 
lieved from active duty more than one 
hundred retired officers extremely ener- 
getie, enthusiastic, loyal and devoted to 
their jobs; officers particularly qualified 
and suited for the work due to years of 
experience among the young blood in 
the many institutions having R.O.T.C., 
activities. 

Interestingly economical to 
ernment is the retired officer on these 
and similar details since he does not 
have to be moved from station to station 
and detail to detail every three or four 
years, (sometimes oftener) as in the 
case of an active officer. Once agreeably 
located a retired officer will remain at 
astation ten years or longer. This is 
ral economy which cannot be denied. 
There are but few transportation charges 
ind expenses in connection with house- 
hold shipments of retired personnel. 

Actuated by intense interest in their 
respective R.O.T.C., units some retired 
iicers on active details desired to re- 
main voluntarily in their position from 
which the economy act removed them; 
willing to continue performing full duty 
in the schools at the retired pay received 
from the Army service whether at the 
school or not. It is distressful to know 
that the retired officers who have energy 
iid enthusiasm cannot be permitted to 
ise it along beneficial lines, i.e., R.O.T.C., 
reeruiting and kindred details. 

There are no selfish motives in re- 
tired officers desiring active details. Re- 
‘ied officers performing active duty or 
's equivalent are not entitled to pro-

National Defense Policy 

Instructions were received by the War 
and Navy Departments this week that 
hereafter legislation prepared by them 
for submission to Congress shall be sub- 
mitted first to the Bureau of the Budget 
if it carries appropriations and if it 
does not carry appropriations it must 
be first submitted to the National Emer- 
gency Council, of which Donald Richberg 
is chairman. 

The instructions came from the Na- 
tional Emergency Council “by direction 
of the President.” Heretofore legislation 
was intercepted on its trips from the 
Departments to Congress only by the 
Bureau of the Budget which passed upon 
whether or not it was in accordance with 
the President's fiscal program. If the 
ureau determined that it was not in 
accordance with the fiscal program the 
Secretaries were not permitted to urge 
its enactment. 

The new step appears to be putting 
the control of all policies in the hands 
of the National Emergency Council, for 
obviously the only important pieces of 
legislation that do not carry appropria- 


tions are those setting policies. It was 
said yesterday at the offices of the 


KXmergency Council that even appropria- 
tion legislation that goes to the budget 
bureau will also be “checked up on” by 
the Council. ) 

At the departments there is some 
doubt as to the exact meaning of “bills 
carrying appropriations.” Strictly speak- 
ing only appropriation bills and defi- 
ciency bills “carry appropriations” ; 
authorization bills or those which will 
result in higher expenditures being re- 
quired do not themselves “carry appro- 


priations.” The Navy Department is 
requesting the Council to clarify this 
point. 


In response to an inquiry from the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, it was stated 
at the Council's offices that it is the in- 
tention that the Budget Bureau pass on 
all legislation which will result in higher 
expenditures whether they are actually 
appropriation bills or not.

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National Guard of the U. S. 

A “real improvement” in the National 
Guard was reported to President Roosge- 
velt by Secretary of War Dern in his 
annual report made public this week. 
Under the heading, “National Guard,” 
Secretary Dern said: 

“The strength of the National Guard 
on June 30, 1934, was 13,300 officers and 
171,284 enlisted men, approximately the 
same as for several preceding years. The 
National Guard must be ready to sup- 
port the Regular Army very promptly 
after the outbreak of any emergency. It 
is imperative, therefore, that its equip- 
ment be excellent and that its efficiency 
be the highest. I am glad to report that 
during the year there has been real im- 
provement in the equipment of the Na- 
tional Guard and that the efficiency of 
this component of the Army has con- 
tinued at a high level. Training for the 
guard should be permanently supported 
on the basis of 48 armory drills and 2 
weeks field exercises annually.”

Ft. MePherson, Ga.—Eight State Ad- 
jutants General from the eight South- 
eastern States, together with the com- 
manding generals of the two National 
Guard divisions in the Fourth Corps 
Area, met here recently with Maj.

The Adjutant General of the Army has 
notified the Chief, National Guard Bu- 
reau, that the policy governing the ap- 
pointment of Regular Army officers in 
the National Guard hereafter be as fol- 
lows: 

“a, The initiative for commissioning a 
Regular Army officer in the National 
Guard of any State rests with the State 
authorities; the National Guard com- 
mission must not be more than two 
grades higher than the officer’s grade in 
the Regular Army and no such commis- 
sion shall be below the grade of major 
or above the grade of major general; 
there must be a vacancy and appropriate 
assignment with the National Guard 
forces, as organized, in the grade in 
which commission is tendered; the offi- 
cer’s record must indicate that he is 
qualified to perform the duties to which 
he is to be assigned, and such duties 
will be in addition to the duties he would 
normally perform had he not accepted a 
National Guard commission. 

“b. Subject to the conditions set forth 
in the above paragraph. the detail of a 
particular officer to duty with the Na- 
tional Guard with a view to authoriz- 
ing the officer to accept a National 
Guard commission is looked on with 
favor by the War Department, and 
such detail will be effected, provided the 
officer is eligible, qualified and available 
therefor, and the allotment of officers 
for National Guard duty is not thereby 
exceeded. 

“e, On being relieved from duty with 
the National Guard, authority to hold a 
commission therein terminates. If a Na- 
tional Guard unit or activity to which 
an officer is assigned is called into Fed- 
eral Service, the officer remains on duty 
therewith during the emergency, or until 





his relief therefrom become necessary in 
the interest of the service, but in the 
event of such call into Federal Service, 
the officer shall immediately resign his 
commission in the National Guard effec- 
tive as of the date of the call.” 





Army Reserve Activities 

Annual training for at least 30,000 
Reserve Officers is recommended by Sec- 
retary of War Dern in his annual report 
to the President made public this week. 

Secretary Dern said: 

“On June 30, 1934, there were 114,357 
officers holding commissions in the Or- 
ganized Reserves, of whom approxi- 
mately 89,000 were classified as active. 
About 4,400 are on duty with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, where they 
are receiving excellent training in ad- 
ministration and leadership. To be effi- 
cient soldiers, however, Reserve Officers 
must receive periodical technical train- 
ing in military science. This is espe- 
cially true of the junior combat officers. 

“The bulk of our Reserve officers 
served in the Army during the World 
War. Obviously the availability of these 
men for service in another emergency is 
rapidly declining. As they grow older 
and their physical energy becomes im- 
paired we must look more and more to 
other sources for filling vacancies in the 
Reserve. The Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps of our educational institutions 
and Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
must become our principal reservoirs 
from which to draw officer material. The 
average graduate of these courses is 
well grounded in the fundamentals of 
basic training, and his further develop- 
ment depends upon individual study and 
frequent tours of active-duty training. 

“Theoretical instruction is absorbed 
by the reservist on his own time, as- 
sisted by Regular Army personnel de- 
tailed for that purpose. This phase of 





Reserve training is on a reasonably sat- 
isfactory basis, but lack of funds has 
made it impossible to carry on practical 
field training on the required scale. I 
recommend the adoption of the policy of 
training at least 30,000 Reserve officers 
annually for a period of 2 weeks.”

Boston—A meeting of the First Corps 
Area Counci] of the Reserve Officers As- 
sociation was held here Dec. 14, at which 
National President Lt. Col. Frank E. 
Lowe was present. 

Col. Lowe gave an interesting account 
of the activities of the Association in 
various parts of the country and stressed 
the importance of the campaign for in- 
creased membership, also the necessity 
for close cooperation between the local 
committees and the National Commit- 
tees. He spoke encouragingly of the work 
being done at National Headquarters,

Major Lillyman first wore a up 
as a member of the Chauncy Hall School 
Battalion, Boston, Mass., and later aga 
corporal in the Boston High 
regiment. He later served an enlistment 
in Co. I, 8th Inf., MVM. During the 
Spanish-American War he enlisted in 
the newly formed Hospital Corps, Ugy 
and March 25, 1914, found him stabie 
sergeant of the First Ambulance Co, 
Binghamton, N. Y., which outfit he ae. 
companied to the Mexican border in 
1916. Nov. 28, 1916, he became q con- 
tract veterinarian in the Quartermaster 
Department of the USA. 

After a short period of duty at Ft

post the United States entered the Worlg 
War and Major Lillyman was commig- 
sioned a second lieutenant, Veterinarian 
Corps, May 26, 1917.
